The resignation, ;

Serbia. No doubt is felt he was 
dismissed on Axis orders. 

The dismissal is the first out- 
ward sign of tension In the 
Balkans existing between three 
disturbers of the peace-eltaly, 
Germany and Bulgaria — who 
are now quarrelling over the 
spoils. 

Open clashes have occurred 
between Bulgarian and , Ytalian 
‘forces in southern Serbia where 
‘the Malians are claiming terri- 
tory which, if not Bulsarian, is 
even less Ttalian or Albanian.
